tions.

Tile Americans 
and British invite the emperor only. 
The empress dowager demands guar­ 
antees for herself aud her hostile minis­ 


te rs before releasing tho emperor. 
From reliable Chinese sources of in ­ 
formation comes the statement that 
Kang YI, the notorious boxer loader, has 
committed suicide in Pekin. 
If these 
facts he tm**, they show that the boser 
Is breaking with tho Chinese goverumet. 
It is also said that the empress dow­ 
ager has replaced Prince Tuba by Wan 
Wen Chao, who is au intelligent aud 
strong man. 
General Kang Yi, the Manchu presi­ 
dent of tho war department and a mem­ 
ber of the grand secretariat, is said to 
have embraced the boxer propaganda 
•with ardor, and to have participated in 
the destruction of the legations in Pe­ 
kin. 
It was recently announced that ho 
was to supersede Sheng as tao tai «-f 
Shanghai, but that the foreign consuls 
there protested against the selection, 
and that Liu Kiln YI, viceroy of N an ­ 
kin, took their objection under consider­ 
ation.

I R u s s ia lo T»k«* 
P r e c a u t io n A g a in s t A l­ 
le g e d A c tiv ity o f Chine*** F le e t. 
Washington, Sept. 28. — A report 
from St. Petersburg, said to have been 
made on the authority of the Russian 
naval staff, that owing to hostile a tti­ 
tude of the Chinone fleet at Shanghai, 
Russia proposes to blockade Chinbe a 
“ naval port. ” created much interest at 
the navy department and in government 
circles generally. 
As there is no state­ 
ment to the effect that it is to be pre­ 
ceded by a declaration of war, it is as­ 
sumed the blockade proposed comes u n ­ 
der the designation in international law 
of “pacific blockade.” 
Pacific blockade 
is considered something of an anomaly 
and though its justification is not recog­ 
nized by some writers on international 
law, it has been resorted to on several 
occasions during th e past century and a 
majority of writers now recognize it as 
a measure of constraint short of war. 
If the St. Petersburg dispatch proves 
correct, the supposition is that as it is 
based on alleged activity of Chinese 
fleet, that a blockade be directed against, 
Chinese ports where there are naval 
stores, dry docks or coaling stations.

88.—Tho Galveston 
auxiliary of tho A in on can N ational Red 
Cross society has been organized hero. 
All the public relief work w ill h ereafter

Miss Clara Barton has recovered from 
her illness and she w ill address the com ­ 
m ittee cm home building today, 
The railroads have succeeded in trans­ 
ferring the nujlatnagud wheat from the 
car* Which Wgj I standing on the track 
ta Galveston during the storm and the 
wharf company is receiving it into its 
elevators. 
The wheat in the bottom of 
the cars was wet. 
This is also being 
transferred into other cars. 
There are 
not sufficient facilities in G alveston for 
drying and cleaning all this grain and 
arrangements have been made to send a 
lot of it to New O lean * and other points 
for treatment. 
There are over IOO car­ 
loads of the damaged stuff. 
The railroads are still having trouble 
in getting mon to work both in Galves­ 
ton and on their lines outside. 
Thoro is 
an immense amount of work to be doae 
on ell lines and men have their choice 
of jobs. 
Cotton pickers up the state are 
being paid from 75 cents to l l for pick­ 
ing cotton and negro laborers above quit 
the railroads to work iu the fields for ; 
the higher wages. 
The Santa Fe road , 
is to bring nome 300 Italians from Chi­ 
cago to work at different points north of 
G* veston, and it is reported that the 
Southern Pacific w ill bring a large nam - , 
ber of Mexicans to work on its linerf*in 
eastern and central Texas. 
The trouble in Galveston is not only 
w ith laborers, but with carpenters as 
w e ll 
Nearly every man in town who 
is not a carpenter is trying to get a car­ 
penter to work for him and it bas balled 
the market. 
The wages being paid in 
town for carpenters are so much higher 
than the railroad scale that some of tho 
railroad carpenters have jumped their 
jobs. 
Grand Chancellor Ben S. Rogers of 
th e K nights of Pythias aud Tom C. 
Sw ope of the general relief com m utes 
h ave arrived in G alveston and organized 
the relief com m ittee for the distribution 
of the funds among Galveston K nights 
of Pythias. 
The fund for the relief of 
Pythian* in the storm stricken district 
has reached about $13,500 of which Gal­ 
veston has received about $10,000. 
Grand Chancellor Rogers has made 1 
second urgent appeal to all Pythians in
